A committee of educators rep- 
resenting the Maine State De- 
partment of Education and the 
New England Association of Col- 
leges and Secondary Schools 
participated in an evaluation 
program at Gould on November 
19 and 20 for purposes of renew- 
ing the accreditation of the 
Academy In both associations. 

The committee v/as composed 
of Mr. William Dunn, headmas- 
ter of Kents Hill School, as 
chairman, Mr. Joseph Devitt, 
Director of Secondary Educa- 
tion in Maine, Mr. Fred Ding- 
ley, headmaster of Lee Acad- 
emy, (Mr. Kenneth B. Coombs, 
headmaster of North Yarmouth 
Academy, and Mr. John Mitoh- 
ell, headmaster of Fryeburg 
Academy. Part of the visitation 
was spent in evaluating class- 
room Instruction and an exam- 
ination of the Academy facili- 
ties. 

Under the chairmanship of Mr. 
Dunn, the entire faculty met 
with the committee on the ev- 
ening of November 19 for a 
further analysis of the curricu- 
lum. 

The reports of evaluation for 
accreditation from the Maine 
State Department of Education 
and the New England Associ- 
ation of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools will be forthcoming In 
a few weeks.
